S acramento, September 17.—The 
State Board of Equalization to-day 
fixed the rate of State taxation for the 
thirty-ninth fiscal year at. 59.8 cents, 
apportioned for the different funds, as 
follows: 
General fund, 38.5 cents; school 
fund, 19 cents; interest and sinking, 
*2.3 cents. 
The Board also ordered, 
pursuant to act of last Legislature, 
that a tax of 1 per cent, lie levied for 
the !>ene!it of the State University. 
The rate for the thirty-eight fiscal 
year was 60 cents. 
The increase is 
<lue to the last legislature appropriat­ 
ing a million dollars more.

W. Millen, of Seattle, a gam bler was 
indicted for forgery two years ago, and 
was arrested a short time afterward at 
Red Bluff, California, in company with 
Frank Bush, who was jointly indicted 
with him. The prisoners were taken 
to San Francisco by Sheriff J. 11. Mc­ 
Grow, who started with them for 
Seattle bv one of the steamers of the 
Pacific. Coast Steamship Company. 
When the steamer reached Victoria, 
however, the prisoners were taken 
from the Sheriff and set at liberty by 
tli£>i Canadian authorities. 
DEFENDANTS WERE HAKE. 
The case excited general attention 
at the time, and occasioned some 
diplomatic correspondente, but it was 
found impossible to secure the return 
of the fugitives. To-day Mullen vol­ 
untarily returned to Seattle, surren­ 
dered to the authorities and was 
plated in jail. 
He says that he could

CLOSING SCENES. 


Last Day of the Philadel­ 
phia Centennial. 


SPEECHES BY TH E PRESIDENT 


A M agnificent B anquet Concludes 
the F estivities—A B rillia n t 
A ssem blage.

Philadelphia. Septem»»er 17.—The 
ast day of the Centennial opened 
clear, cool and bright aud the streets 
were early thronged with ]>eoplc of 
all nations. The stand in Indepen­ 
dence square, in the rear of the old 
historical hall, had a seating capacity 
of 10,000 and had been filled for hours 
at the time of opening the exercises. 
At the front of the stand was suspend­ 
ed a photographic copy of the original 
constitution. 
AN HISTORICAL CHAIR. 
At the east side of the stand stood 
the great old high-hacked chair occu­ 
pied by George Washington as pre­ 
siding officer of the Congress which 
adopted the constitution. The Marine 
Band discoursed music for half an 
hour and 2000 children sang patriotic 
airs, which evoked rounds of applause. 
A POPULAR PRESIDENT. 
When the President and M rs. Cle­ 
veland reached the stand a general 
hand-shaking followed 
with 
those 
whom they recognized or were recog­ 
nized b y ; after which, in response to 
tumu tuous applause, they went side 
by side to the railing and bowed ac­ 
knowledgments of the compliment. 
It seenied as though the cheering 
would uever die out. 
KASSON’H SPEECH. 
Hon. John A. Kasson, as President 
of the Constitutional Centennial Com­ 
mission, after a hymn had been ren­ 
dered by the choir, rose to make the 
introductory address. There was great 
applause as Mr. Kasson began with 
the words: “ The one object of this 
celebration lias been to demonstrate 
and quicken the reverence and love 
of the American people of all orders 
for the national constitution.” 
HOPES FOR THE FUITRK. 
. 
He concluded with the words: “ May 
the dawn of the second centennial year 
be celebrated with increased fervor and 
our Union gain strength as centuries 
roll on. 
Forever live the Constitution 
and the U nion!” 
TIIE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 
President Cleveland made a ten 
nflnutes’ address, which was received 
with great applause. 
In concluding 
he said: 
“ As we look down the past 
■enturv to the origin of our constitu­ 
tion ; as we contemplate its trial and 
triumph ; us we realize how completely 
the principles 
upon 
which it 
is 
based* 
and 
how 
it 
has 
met 
every 
national 
peril 
and 
every 
national 
need, 
how 
devoutly 
should we confess with Franklin that 
God governs in the affairs of men; 
and how solemn should be the reflec­ 
tion that to our hands is committed 
the ark of the people’s covenant, and 
that ours is tho duty to shield it from 
impious 
hands. 
We 
receive 
it 
scaled with 
the tests of a 
cen­ 
tury. 
It was found sufficient . in 
the past and in all future years will be 
found sufficient 
if 
the American 
people are true to itH sacred trusts. 
Another centennial day will come and 
millions yet unborn will inquire con­ 
cerning our 
stewardship 
and the 
safety 
of 
their inheritance. 
God 
grant that they find it unimpaired 
and as wc rejoice in the patriotism 
and devotion of those who lived a 
hundred yours ago, so may th e others 
who follow us rejoice in our fidelity 
and our jealous love for constitutional 
liberty.” 
THE MEMORIAL ORATION 
Was delivered by Justice Samuel F, 
Miller, of tho United States Supreme 
Court. 
At the conclusion of the mu­ 
sical exercises which followed the 
oration, President Kasson took the 
arm oí Cardinal Gibbons, and, after 
walking to the front of the stand aud 
paying respects to the thousands of 
people, the ( ’ardiñal turned around 
and faced the President, and, within 
the hearing of all who occupied seats 
around the circle, offered prayer. 
PATRIOTIC MUSIC. 
Upon tho conclusion of the prayer 
the strains of the “ Star Spangled 
Banner” broke upon the crowd in vol­ 
umes from the voice of a grand cho­ 
rus, accompanied by 
tho 
Marine 
band. 
An impressive benediction 
was then pronounced by Kev. .fere 
Wetherspcon, of Nashville, Tenn. 
UNPARALLELED OVATIONS. 
At the memorial exercises to-day, us 
the benediction was concluded, the 
Marine band began rendering a march 
and the President and Mrs. Cleveland, 
urm-in-arm, walked to the front of the 
stage and bowed again and again in 
acknowledgement to the thundering 
applause from those who stood in the 
square. 
A wild rush was made over 
the chairs and railings in the stand to 
the place where they stood, aud the 
President gave a short but involuntary 
reception to those who succeeded in 
resetting him. 
As they passed out 
they walked directly underneath the 
old liberty bell, and a solid mass of 
people on either side of the footway 
cheered and waved their handker- 
hiefs and umbrellas until they passed 
out of sight. 
On the street another 
ovation was given them, and they 
were driven to the hotel. 
A MONUMENT MOOTED. 
A meeting of the Governors to con­ 
sider the question of erecting a monu­ 
ment in Independence square in com­ 
memoration of the adoption of the 
Constitution was held in Governor 
Beaver's headquarters. 
It was de­ 
cided to appoint an executive com­ 
mittee consisting of seven Governors, 
seven Philadelphia officials and thir­ 
teen members of the citizens’ com­ 
mittee, who shall lie empowered to 
take an action in regard to the con­ 
templated monument and report. 
A GOOD IDEA. 
Governor Buckner, of Kentucky, 
suggested that arrangements l>c made 
for an annual meeting for the( «overnoro 
of the various States for th e purpose 
of social intercourse and interchange 
of views. 
A committee was named to 
arrange the time and place. 
EULOGIZING TUR 11IHERNIANH. 
At tho Centennial banquet of the 
Hibernian 
Society 
this afternoon 
President Cleveland appeared for a 
few minutes. 
Governor Green, of 


New Jersey, responded to the toast, 
“The 
Constitution of the 
United 
States.” 
Ex-Governor Curtin then 
introduced President Cleveland, who 
made a sj>eech eulogizing the society 
and its achievements in America, as 
well as abroad. 
AN EPISTLE FROM BLAINE. 
The Centennial Commission received 
to-day from tiie Hon. Jam es Blaine a 
letter expressing liis sincere regret at 
his inability to attend the celebration. 
He speaks of tiie anniversary as a 
great event, to be celebrated for all 
time by the American people, and 
eulogizing the fram ers anu signers of 
the constitution. 
EVENING— GRAND BANQUET. 
The celebration ended to-night witli 
a grand banquet given by the Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania, the American 
Philosophical Society, tiie College of 
l’iiysicians, the Law Academy, the 
Historical Society, tho Franklin In­ 
stitute, Academy of Fine Arts and 
Academy of Natural Science to Presi- 
lent Cleveland 
and 
other distin­ 
guished guests of the Centennial 
Commission at the Academy of Mu­ 
sic. 
A floor was laid over the seats in 
tho parquettc and tables for 000 per­ 
sons, were spread. 
Bowers of grow­ 
ing plants and cut flowers hid all from 
the gaze of persons on the lower floor, 
the border aud stage being elaborately 
decorated with flowers. 
THE PRESIDENT ARRIVES. 
The President took his seat at the 
place of honor in the northern side of 
the building, flanked on the right by 
Provost Pepper who acted as toast­ 
master, and on the left by Geo. W. 
Childs. 
DISTINGUISHED GUESTS. 
Other guests at the table were Sec­ 
retaries Bayard and Fairchild, and 
Fred. K. Frayley, Kx-Gbvernor Hugh 
Gordon, Hannibal 
Hamlin, Mayor 
Fitter, Jas. Jay, Isaac EUwell, Carl 
Schultz, (-has. Francis Adams, and J. 
M. Wiliner. 
At other tables were 
seated among others, Justices of the 
Supreme Court, and officers of the 
army and navy. The menu was most 
elaborate. 
APPEARANCE OF THE LADIES. 
While the 
gentlemen were still 
eating, Mrs. Cleveland, accompanied 
by Mrs. Lamont, entered the pros­ 
cenium box and was greeted with an 
outburst of applause. 
She was fol­ 
lowed by the appearance in the bal­ 
cony of the wives and daughters of 
tiie gentlemen on the floor. 
As soon 
as the ladies had taken their seats, 
Provost Pepper opened tho speech- 
making 
CLEVELAND TOASTED. 
lie referred to the various organiza­ 
tions under which the banquet to the 
President was given as an outgrowth 
of that momentous event of which this 
was the hundredth anniversary, and 
called on the President to respond to 
the toast of the “ President of the 
United States.” 
THE PRESIDENT’S REPLY. 
The President rising replied as fol­ 
lows : “ On such a day os this, and in 
tiie atmosphere tliat now surrounds 
him, 1 feel that the PreoUent of the 
United States should be' thoughtfully 
modest and humble. The great office 
ho occupies stands to-day in the pres­ 
ence of its maker and it is especially 
fitting for this servant of the people 
and creature of the constitution amid 
the impressive sam es of this centen­ 
nial occasion, by rigid selfish exam ­ 
ination to i>c assured concerning liis 
loyalty and obodienee.” 


A PRESIDENT’S REQUIREMENTS. 
Ho will find th at the rules pre- 
scrihed for his guidance require for 
the performance of liis duty not in­ 
tellect or attainments which would 
raise liiin far al>ovc the feelings und 
sentiments of the plain people of the 
land, but rather such knowledge of 
their condition* and sympathy with 
their wants and needs as will bring 
him nearer to tliom, and though he may 
be almost appalled by the weight of his 
own responsibility und the solemnity 
of his situation, lie cannot fail to find 
comfort and encouragement in the 
success the fathers of tiie Constitution 
wrought from their simple 


PATRIOTIC DEVOTION 
To the rights and interests of the 
people. 
Surely lie mav hope that if 
the reverently invoked spirit which 
gave the constitution life will be suffi­ 
cient for its successful operation and 
the accomplishment of its beneficent 
purposes. 
Because they are brought 
nearest to the events and scenes 
which marked the birth of American 
institutions, the people of Philadelphia 
should of all our citizens be most im­ 
bued with sentiments of 
broadest 
patriotism. The first continental Con­ 
gress and Constitutional convention 
met here and Philadelphia still has in 
her keeping the Carpenters Hall, In­ 
d ependent Hall, its bell and the 
grave of Franklin. 
A CULTURED ASSEMBLAGE. 
As I look about me I see here repre­ 
sented societies that express so largely 
the. culture of Philadelphia, its love of 
art, its devotion to science, its regard 
for "the broadest knowledge and its 
studious care for historical research ; 
societies, some of which antedate the 
constitution. I feel that I am in nota­ 
ble company. 
PRECIOUS HEIRLOOMS. 
To you is given the duty of preserv­ 
ing and protecting for your city, for 
all your fellow countrymen and for 
mankind, the traditions and incidents 
related to the establishment of the 
freeest and best government 
ever 
vouchsafed to man, and as time leads 
our government further and further 
from the date of its birth, you may 
solemnly remember that the nation 
expects of you that these traditions 
and incidents shall uever lie tarnished 
nor neglected, but that, briefly bur* 
nislied, they may always lie held aloft, 
fastening the gaze of a patriotic people 
aud keeping alive their love and rever­ 
ence for the constitution.” 
A vigorous outburst of applause 
greeted Cleveland’s response. 
OTHER TOASTS. 
Justice Stanley Matthews responded 
to the toast. “ The Federal Judiciary,” 
Senator.». J. Ingalls to “ Congress;” 
Fitzhugh Lee to “ The United States 
in 1789;” Chas.

THE COLONEL’S CAREER. 
Colonel liOng was a soldier in the 
Union army and in 1859 was appointed 
Lieut. Colonel in the Egyptian army. 
Finally he was made chief of staff to 
General Gordon and was with him 
and helped to frume the government 
in the Soudan. 
For his feats of arm s and the suc­ 
cess of liis mission on the Nile he was 
promoted to the full rank of Bey and 
decorated with, the cross of Com­ 
mander of Mejilidieh. 
He resigned his position in the 
Egyptian arm y in 1877, on account of 
jungle fever. 
A BRAVE MAN. 
Afterward, in 1892, while practising 
law before the international courts in 
Egypt, Arabi made his onslaught on 
Alexandria, and the consular officials 
fleeing tiie city, Colonel Long ac­ 
cepted the post of danger at the re­ 
quest of the American colonies of 
Cairo and Alexandria, and ef the 
United States Government. 
HIS SERVICES RECOGNIZED. 
For his services at this time the 
Khedive 
conferred upon him 
the 
Cross of the Commander of Osmanieh. 
The State Department also expressed 
its appreciation and upproval of his 
“valuable and humane services” at 
that time. 
THE STANLEY EXPEDITION. 
With regard to the 
rum ors of 
Stanley’s aeath, Colonel Loug < 
presses considerable disgust, ana says 
that lie has reasons tofoelicvc that thev 
are circulated by Stanley himself, 
because he must understand that the 
interest in his expedition has de­ 
creased.

“The truth of the business is this,” 
said Col. I¿ong; “ Em in Paslia never 
was lost, but has been for ten years 
securely established in Central Africa, 
haying a government of his own ana 
being the regular representative there 
of the English government, which has 
man}r interests there which it wishes 
to m aintain.”

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HOARD OK HEALTH. 
DlMMMloa off tlae D lapm l of the 
Clty’i Unrbaffl. 
The Board of Health met yesterday 
afternoon Mayor Workman in the 
chair, and Messrs. Breed, Collina 
Lovell, Frankenfield and Dr. M. Hag­ 
an present. The matter of providing 
other dumping grounds for the gar­ 
bage came up and was discussed at 
length. Mr. Pike proposed that the 
city purchase a swamp of a hundred 
acres somewhere and ship the garbage 
away. He also suggested that some 
place be obtained where dead animals 
can be buried. The grounds at the 
foot of Seventh street were becoming 
too full for further use. If some ar­ 
rangement were made with the rail­ 
road to run cars on to the city ground, 
these could be tilled and carted away 
every day. 
Mr. breed said that at the present 
time the garbage would have to be 
taken to the city land near the south­ 
ern city boundary. Mr. Frankenfield 
moved that Mr. Pike consult with the 
Santa Fe Railway Company to see 
what arrangements can be made and 
with Mr. Quigley to See on what terms 
he will take charge of the dead ani­ 
mals. Carried. 
. On motion of Mr. Breed it was de­ 
cided to recommend that the Chief of 
Police be instructed to enforce the or­ 
dinance prohibiting the burial of dead 
animals in the city limits. 
Dr. Hagan asked if the main streets 
of the city could not be cleaned at 
least twice a week. 
Mr. Pike said he could do it if he 
had more carts, or if a contract was 
made with the railroad company. Two- 
thirds of the time of the carts is lost in 
going to and from the dumps, and 
this could be saved if arrangements 
are made to take the garbage away 
from central points. 
A petition of numerous property 
owners asking the abatement of a 
laundry under the Nadeau House, 
which is alleged to be a nuisance. Dr. 
Hagan reported that he had investi­ 
gated the matter and found the laun­ 
dry to be a nuisance. He recom­ 
mended that it should be abated at an 
early datq. 
Dr. Hagan stated that so many 
complaints bad been received by him 
in regard to the garbage and that in 
his opinion the matter should be given 
in his charge. 
. 
Mr. Pike said that he had no objec­ 
tion to this. He had found that people 
who complained were those who aid 
not put their garbage out in time for 
the wagons. If Dr. Hagan would take 
the names of the complainants and 
send them to him he would Bee that the 
matter was attended to. This was 
satisfactory to Dr. Hagan. 
Dr. Hagan called attention to the 
leaking of the sprinkling hydrants, 
which created nuisances. 
He haa 
also visited the Nichols ditch, which 
needs piping. 
The matter of the appointment of a 
building and plumbing inspector was 
laid over for the time being, after 
which the Board adjourned.

The Pflchcl* Ditch. 
Lively times may be expected at 
the meeting of the City Council to­ 
morrow afternooif. 
The residents 
along the “Nichols Ditch" will be 
there in force to know: “ If not, why 
not?" 
The following is said to be one of 
many petitions alleged to have been 
presented to the Council during the 
past year asking for relief and said to 
have been pigeon-holed without read­ 
ing by the Chairman of the Zanja 
Cammittee to subserve some private 
interest. This allegation is made by 
those living on the ditch. 
To the Honorable Mayor and Council 
of the City of Lot Angeles, ~ “ 
fomia: 
We, the undersigned, your peti­ 
tioners, residents and owners pf prop­ 
erty on Ingraham street in this city, 
respectfullj- represent that the open 
ditch on said street known as the 
“Nichols Ditch" is a source of great 
annoyance and the cause of much 
sickness. 
The ditch overflows at times and 
the water runs into the premises 
residents south of said ditch, in one 
case running under the foundations 
and damaging the house and causing 
it to be unhealthy, and making access 
to the nearly impossible on account of 
the mud and water. 
Residents south of the ditch are 
unable to approach their property ex­ 
cept by going two and three blocks 
out of the way. 
The ditch is usually half full of of 
Btagnant water, and the deadly gas 
arising therefrom, also from the de­ 
caying vegetation, mud a* d slime,has 
been the cause of typhoid fever, a; 
well as a large number of malarial fe­ 
vers.Several physicians have attributed 
the sickness in the neighborhood to 
the above cause. 
This ditch is of great damage to our 
property. It is a public nuisance, the 
source of dangerous disease; and 
again we respectfully ask that the 
ditch be abandoned or piped at once. 
The attention of the honorable 
Mayor, Board of Health, and four 
members of the honorable Council 
have been called to this matter on dif­ 
ferent occasions, but no relief has as 
yet been granted your petitioners.

rhat the future is bright, with a con­ 
tinuation of this same gratifying con- 
tdition.

Hardly second in importance to 
lines of railroad through Ventura is 
its shipping facilities, and no effort 
should be spared to secure govern­ 
ment aid in tho construction of a pro- 
>ar breakwater. There is no reason 
n the world why the desired aid 
Bhould not be forthcoming. Our grow­ 
ing importance and endless resources 
demand it. We are a part and parcel 
of the great American public and en­ 
titled to the same encouragement and 
assistance from the government that 
others have received. A breakwater 
here is a feasible project,or so deemed 
by thoee who have any knowledge of 
such matters, notwithstanding the ad­ 
verse reports made by a government 
official some years ago. At that time 
the government was not borrowing 
much concern about the affairs of its 
Pacific Coast constituents. Tli ings have 
bunged and are changing rapidly; 
California is coming to the front and 
will hereafter demand, as a right, her 
share of patronage. Concerning the 
subject of a breakwater for Ventura, 
the railroad edition of the Journal of 
Commerce savs: 
From San Pedro to Santa Barbara 
on a long stretch of coast it is the only 
harbor worth speaking of. It lies l»e- 
tween the mouth of the Ventura river 
on the north and the Santa Clara on 
the south, a distance of about six 
miles. Below the mouth of the Santa 
Clara the coast makes a bend to Point 
Hueneme. Now, a breakwater, car­ 
ried out from the mouth of the Ven­ 
tura in a southerly direction for about 
mile with an ell of half a mile, 
turning toward the land to the east, 
would orotect all the expanse between 
the end of the breakwater and Point 
Hueneme from the violence of north­ 
westerly gales that sometimes sweep 
with irresistible violence through the 
Santa Barbara channel. 
The two rivers, the Santa Clara and 


harbor. 
A breakwater, built ou the Ventura 
shoal and east of the mouth of the 
river, perhaps bending to the east 
some distance out, and possibly an­ 
other small breakwater extending 
southwestwardly from the north 
side of tho Santa Clara river, 
will not only give an excellent and 
safe harbor, but the detritus from ihe 
two rivers, falling just outside these 
breakwaters, will render them perma­ 
nent, and from year to year inc rease 
their value. Here a splendid harbor 
could be made, as the sweep of the 
winds from the south aud southwest 
is shut off by Anacapa and Santa 
Cruz Islands. The trend and con­ 
formation of coast line to the east and 
southeast effectually protect the har­ 
bor from the southeast storms. The 
harbor thus formed would be about 
four miles long by two-and-a-half 
broad, and would suffice to shtdter a 
larger fleet of vessels than could be 
sheltered anywhere on the coast, from 
Cape Flattery to Mexico, outside of 
San Francisco or San Diego. The 
depth of water would be thiee to nine 
fathoms, or eighteen to fiftv-four feet 
at low’ tide. It would be for depth, 
therefore, onaof the best harbors on 
the whole coast.—[Ventura Democrat.

The respective ratios of 
these three cities a re : one to each 540 
of population, one to each 750 and one 
to each 1275. To make m atters right 
the smaller city requires more police­ 
men in proportion to the population 
than tlio larger one does. 
W ith us 
it 
is 
reversed, and it would be 
hard to see any reason why Ixw An 
geles should be less easily taken care 
of than is Pittsburg or San Francisco. 
ThiB is in some respects a frontier 
city, and we get a good many people 
from th e territories during the year. 
Again the city is spread over a very 
wide area, a fact which of course adds 
to the difficulty of taking care of it. 
We do not intend to convey the im­ 
pression that there is any existing 
condition of things here which calls 
loudly for an increase of the police 
forte. 
The idea is rather one of tak­ 
ing tim e by the forelock, and provid­ 
ing against something which might 
occur.

The State Board of Equalization has 
fixed the rate of State taxes for the 
enrrent fiscal year. 
It had 
been 
hoped that in view of the large in­ 
crease in valuation the rate would be 
much lower than last year. 
Those 
who so fondly hoped for such relief 
forgot that the present is an “ off” year 
in politics. There is no election this 
fall. In spite of the increase of $1G0, 


000,000 in the valuation, the rate is a 
good deal higher than that of last 
year. 
It is 59.8 cents on the $100. 
It was 50 cents last year. 
Then there 
is one per cent to be raised for the 
University. 
Our county Board of 
Supervisors has not yet fixed the rate 
for the county. It can hardly be less 
titan it was last year, 84 cents. 
The 
city rate for Los Angeles is fixed this 
year at $1.30. The total will I» over 
$2.75 in the $100 for the city, and close 
to 
$1.50 
in 
the country. 
Then 
títere 
is 
a 
dollar 
in the $100 
for the University. As the valuation 
here 
in 
Los Angeles county in 
spite of the rednction made by the 
State Board is still more than double 
that of a year ago, and as the rates 
will be fully os high as then, the 
hard-liested taxpayer must look to go­ 
ing into his pocket more than double 
the money he had to find a year ago 
When he has paid his one per cent 
for the University he will find himself 
mulcted nearly three dollars this year 
to the one of last. 
Referring once 
more to the part of our County Asses­ 
sor in this matter it now appears that 
the full extent to which he has plun­ 
dered his own constituents, his neigh­ 
bors and friends will foot up, after 
•U allowances have been made, about 
$278,000! But for the reduction of the 
.State Board he would have plundered 
them of about $«0,000 more—or u total 
of $330,000 in hard cash his conscience 
would have cost the people!

The announcement that Tom Gorine 
ley, the fiend who ravished little 
Maggie Switzer, would endeavor to 
escape his just dues by means of i 
writ of habeas corpus, attracted i 
large assemblage in Judge O’Mel 
veny’s Court yesterday morning, and 
there was quite an interest taken in 
the appearance of the brute, who was 
in (Jourt under the guard of Deputy 
SheriffH Cruz nnd Cooney. 
< iormelev 
was represented by Fred. McGregor, 
who relied on having Gormeley taken 
back to Mexican soil by order of the 
Court* but. who was disappointed at 
the ruling of Judge O'Mel veny. 
Assistant District. Attorney George 
Denis, aided by Henry T. Gage, rej>- 
resented the State. 
The first witness examined was 
Deputy Constable Henry W. Johnson, 
who testified in substance as follows: 
“ When I got a warrant for Gormc- 
ley’s arrest I went to the eafion back 
of Lamanda Park. I could not find 
him and carne back. I then got a 
clue that he was in Lower California. 
I went down there to find out what 
there was in it, and I found Gormeley. 
I notified Mr. Aguirre and he went 
down. 
I did not see Gormeley to 
speak to him that time. 
Aguirre and 
another man came down and we ar­ 
rested Gormeley, either on the 6th or 
7th of September, on American soil, 
jn Han Diego county, California. 
I 
did not arrest him on Mexican soil, 
and first saw him sixteen miles north 
of Ensenada. Aguirre, a man named 
C jta and mvself were riding in a 
wagon. 
We had stopj>cd at a 1 louse, 
fed th e horses and eaten dinner. 
We 
were iust driving away when I saw 
Gormeley and another man coining 
toward us, down the road, riding in a 
wagon. 1 told Aguirre it was Gorme- 
ley. 
Aguirre drove our team by him 
and up the road. 
lie then got out 
a n d walked down to where Gormeley’a 
companion had put Up his team. 
lie 
talked with Gormeley. I don’t know 
what was said. Gormeley and Aguirre 
t h e n walked hack to our wagon ami 
Gormeley got in. We drove off and 
over the line, when Gorrneley was 
placed under arrest by Aguirre. 
We 
D ro u g h t him here ana locked him up 
in th e county jail.” 
M artin G. Aguirre, captor of the 
ravisher, was then called and testified. 
“ Yes, sir, I arrested Torn Gormeioy,” 
said Aguirre in response to a question 
addressed to him by Mr. McGregor. 
“ I arrested him in Han Diego county, 
several miles this side of the line. 
I 
first met Gormeley about sixteen miles 
this side of Ensenada, in Lower Cali­ 
fornia. Yes sir, I had an alias war­ 
rant for the man and went down there 
to see if I could find him.

him in the road at the place I have 
told you. 1 jumped out of a wagon in 
which I was riding and invited him to 
ride with me.

have.’

I had him safe and 
let him read it.” 
Carleton Kemp, an Express reporter 
was next called. Mr. McGregor asked 
witness whether Aguirre r>r Johnston 
had not told him th at they had ar­ 
rested Gormeley in Mexico. 
W itness 
replied th at he had not taken the 
statements of either officers for pul> 
lication. That Aguirre and Johnson 
had, in conversation with witness, re­ 
lated the circumstances of Gormeley’s 
arrest, substantially as they had re­ 
lated them on the witness stand. 
Mr. Gage submitted, as antagonistic 
to the submissions of Mr. McGregor, 
th at Gormeley’s very applying for a 
writ of tuibeas corpus had placed him 
within the jurisdiction of the court.

M arshal M ortier, w hose death h ad 
preceded th at of th e Duke of W elling­ 
ton by eighteen years. 
T his discovery w as com m unicated 
to th e editor of th e C hronicle w ho,

denouncing th e sin of literary theft 
and 
dam aging th e Tory 
party 
at 
.the sam e tim e, printed in double 
colum ns th e F ren ch speech and the 
E nglish speech, w hich w as neither 
m ore o r less than th e translation of it. 
G reat was th e d elig h t of th e liberals, 
g reat th e consternation of th e Conserv­ 
atives, an d both delight and con­ 
sternation were intensified w hen, th ree 
days later, th e editor, doubtless rein ­ 
spired by his correspondent with the 
tenacious m em ory, treated in sim ilar 
fashion M r. D israeli’s description of 
the character of Ixird C adureis in his 
novel, 44V enetia,” a n d M acaulay’s d e­ 
scription of th e ch aracter of 
Lord 
Byron, which h ad n o t then been re­ 
p rinted from the E dinburg Review, 
w here it had appeared twelvo years 
previously.

'do n ot for a m om ent believe—it is 
clear th a t Mr. D israeli’s sour-m inded 
critics and h ab itu al opponents were

HE TERM CATARRH IS APPLIED TO A 
peculiar disorder of iho noNtrils aud ad ­ 
jacent parta, which prevails to an alarm ing 
ixtent, and Ik productive of very neriou* 
consequences. 
The most prom inent am i characteristic 
feature is a morbid diHclmrge from the head, 
varying in its nature at diflbrent time*. 
In sonic* there Is an alm ost coustant flow 
of clear, a«-rid fluid, but of tener un offensive, 
purulent o r niuco-puruleiit, greenish-yellow 
m utter is secreted, which accum ulates iu 
th e nostrils or drops into the throat, neces­ 
sitating its frequent removal by blowing Ihe 
nose or expectorutiou, un«l «aten by iwtli 
processes. 
Sometimes 
patients 
feel as 
though their head was in a state of rotten­ 
ness, so great i» the am ount of m atter dis­ 
charged aud so fetid is its odor. The pa­ 
tien t is greatly annoyed by the constant 
dropping iiit«i the throat of the rnoibld 
m atter from the head, and as a recumbent, 
ltosition naturally favors th e flow dowuwurd 
nis rest is frequently disturbed from this 
cause. Many suflbrers are obliged to lie *ith 
the head very m uch elevated iu order to 
sleep with some degree ot comfort. 
I ii others u tough, viscid and offensive 
phlegm collects behind and above the soft 
palate, iu the pflssage betwccH tlie thm atand 
head, adhering to the parts with gluisb tenac­ 
ity. 
Its lodgment em barrasses respiration 
an d creates a sensation of irritation and mi 
easiness in the affected locality, which gives 
rise to a constant and alm ost irresistible do 
sire to relieve th at discom fort by drawing 
th e m ucus into th e throat so as to eject it bv 
th e mouth.

HUNTING KU-KLUX. 


BY RICHMOND WALKf I*. 


The following article from The 
American Magazine, an illustrated 
monthly, published by The American 
Magazine Company, l»ox 132 Pearl 
street, New York, lias been handed 
to u b by a friend, with a request that 
we publish' the same as a campaign 
document. 
Our friend informs us that lie him­ 
self hails front Livingston, Alabama, 
where the Ku-Klux hunter made his 
investigations. 
The same town of 
Livingston has sent n large delegation 
to California. 
Samuel W. Inge, the 
first United States District Attorney 
for Calfornia, and Judge Joe Bal lwin 
and United States Circuit 
Judge 
“ Sandy” Baldwin, Andrew Glussell, 
A. B. Chapm an, Judge Hutton, the 
Gerbers, Thorntons, Winstons of San 
Gabriel, and many others who have 
made th eir mark in this State, were 
from Livingston or its immediate vi­ 
cinity. 
A number of the characters 
in Baldwin’s “ Flush Times,” and the 
theatre of their “ doings,” were of and 
at Livingston. “ Samuel H ele” was 
Samuel Hale, a brother of United 
States Senator John P. Hale, of New 
H am pshire; “ Cave Burton” w ussup­ 
posed to be Charles Eugene Bayard 
Strode, somewhat noted in California. 
They were both residents of Living­ 
ston. Tom Ochiltree was born there. 
The description of the tavern is true to 
the life. 
Tiie chief qualification of an interior 
town hotel proprietor in the South 
seems to be that he does not know 
how to keep a hotel.—E d. H krai.d.] 
The reconstruction of the Southern 
States was attended with much fric­ 
tion. 
That is not surprising. 
It 
worked one of the most radical revolu­ 
tions of modern times—more radical 
tlian that forced upon Alsace and Ixir- 
raine at the close of the Franeo-Prus- 
sian war—something more, than a 
-hange of government. 
Not only was 
the South required to submit to a 
conqueror, hut its political and social 
institutions were changed against the 
indignant protests of its people. The 
bottom rail was literally put on top. 
The xnost violent manifestation of 
this friction was the Ku Klux Klan, 
an organization which spread over the 
South with wonderful rapidity in 1870 
and 1871; was guilty of some of the 
most atrociously barbarous deeds im­ 
aginable, and was as suddenly sup­ 
pressed in the last named year by the 
conviction in the United States Courts 
of a number of the leaders and their 
imprisonment in Northern peniten­ 
tiaries. The Ku Klux was the onlv 
one of those organizations that extend­ 
ed throughout a large number of 
States, although 
for several years 
afterwards 
sporadic 
outbursts 
of 
crime 
intended 
to 
prevent 
the 
negro 
from 
exercising 
his 
po­ 
litical 
rights 
were 
denounced 
by a portion of the Northern press 
under th at name. 
For political ends, 
also, exaggerated accounts of these 
crimes were published, and sometimes 
stories appeared of those that never 
occurred. 
It is concerning some of these exag­ 
gerations and inventions, and of a 
correspondent's adventures in investi­ 
gating reports of them , that this article 
is written. The most prolific period 
of the year for the prevalence of the 
so-called Ku Klux raids was a few 
weeks or months preceding an iinpoit- 
ant election. 
Sometimes there was 
actual fire as well as smoke. The 
white people, impatient under the 
prolonged local rule of car|*t-baggers 
and negroes (which was, in the nature 
of the case, rarely considerate of the 
best interests of the community, and 
was often thoroughly corrupt), engaged 
in a system of terrorism and violence 
with tlie unconcealed purj»o«e of pre­ 
venting a continuation of the obnox­ 
ious power. 
Sometimes a murder or 
a whipping, that had no connection 
whatever with local or national poli­ 
tics, was made to do duty in ronsing 
Northern indignation, and sometimes 
there was nothing but fiction in the 
report. 
In the summer of 1874 Western 
Alabama was represented to be in a 


terrible state of demoralization and 
terrorism. 
It 
was 
published 
in 
Northern nowspajiers that the murder 
and whipping of negroes was the daily 
occupation or pastime of one or more 
hands of desperate young men, and 
that, unless something was immedi­ 
ately done the entire Republican vote 
would he suppressed at the approach­ 
ing elections, and the execution of the 
laws entirely suspended. 
1 was at Montgomery at the time, 
and the center of the disturbance was 
reported to be at Livingston, Sumter 
County, on the western borders of the 
State. 
It was a railroad town, that is, 
a line extending from Chattanooga. 
Tetin., to Meridian, Miss., passed 
through it; hut the previous winter a 
freshet in the Toinbigbee river had 
carried away a bridge, and the opera­ 
tion of the road had been suspended. 
To reach Livingston from Montgomery, 
therefore, it was necessary to secure a 
private conveyance from the nearest 
point on the railroad from Selma to 
M eridian, and that was twelve or 
fourteen miles. This 1 did by tele­ 
graphing to Livingston. 
Tin* train was a “ mixed” one, jog­ 
ging along at a leisurely rate, stopping 
at cross-roads and cotton plantations 
to deliver or receive freight, and giv­ 
ing th e passenger almost as good an 
op|K>rtunity to examine the country at 
his leisure as if he had walked. The 
conductor, or “ captain,” as lie was 
called, re la te d the stale joke of say­ 
ing that Ids predecessor had resigned 
because he was unwilling to walk 
ahead of Ids train and keep the cattle 
off the track; and that he himself had 
applied to the company to have shoes 
included among the articles of regular 
train equipment. 
One felt a great 
deal safer riding over that road slowly 
in those days: it was very thoroughly 
worn out. 
After dark I remember 
th at th e negroes in some of the places 
a t which we stoppe 1 were enjoying 
themselves with that happy abandon 
characteristic of the race. 
Sometimes 
an old banjo furnished the music for a 
lively dance, and loud twain of laugh­ 
ter rang out on the night air. 
I cer­ 
tainly was not yet in the Ku Klux 
country. 
The place where I left the train was a 
“ forge in the forest”— that is, the 
only signs of human occupation of the 
country were a tumble-down, 
old 
blacksmith shop 
hv 
the slue 
of 
the road, and a 
raised 
platform 
to facilitate the loading of cotton into 
freight trains. The night was dark, 
and as I saw nothing of the princely 
equipage I had ordered to meet me, 
I negan to look about for accommoda­ 
tions for the night. The air was cool, 
the dew was falling, and the outlook 
was not encouraging. 
I placed my 
portm anteau upon the platform and 
started up the sandy road on an ex­ 
ploring expedition. 
I had walked, perhaps, an eighth of 
a mile, when, passing around a turn 
in the road, I saw a light ahead, and 
at the same time met a negro man, 
barefooted and clad only in a coarse 
shirt, a dilapidated pair of trowsers 
and a rem nant of uu old straw hat. 
“ Ih yo* de geminan Boss Reynolds 
’«pectin* ?” he asked, as we stopped 
opposite each other in the road. 
“ Who’s Boss Reynolds?” I asked. 
“ Don’ yer know him ?” was his re­ 
ply. 
“ He runs do hotel uji ter Livin- 
stu n .” 
“ And lie pent you down here for 
me ? 
W here’s your team ?’* 
“ De ole mule’s up yon at Uncle 
.fake’s.” 
Ho started up the road again at a 
lively gait. 
After some effort 1 made 
him understand that I h ad a portm an­ 
teau down at the railroad that was too 
heavy for me to carry up to “ Uncle 
Jake’s,” and that he would either 
have to go back with me for it or drive 
down there with his mule. 
He chose 
the latter alternative, and I returned 
to the railroad, where it seemed as 
though 1 waited more than an hour 
before that negro appeared with his 
mule hitched into an ancient, much- 
bespattered open buggy. 
For a mile the road was sandy, bor­ 
dered on either side by cotton fields 
ill which the crop was ready to pick, 
or by worn-out lauds in which the old 
field pines had got a good start. 
My 
driver told me that there were a “ heap 
o’ dead-falls” about there, and that 
the crops were mighty uncertain. 
A 
“ deadfall” was a store kept by some 
unprincipled white or black man, in 
which were sold whisky, tobacco and 
a 
few 
coarse 
groceries, jiayment 
being received 
in cotton in the 
seed 
brought 
after 
dark. 
A 
temptation wus thus provided to dis­ 
honest negroes to steal cotton from 
the fields 011 moonlight nights, and 
stealthily sell it at the deadfalls. 
“ H ere,” 1 thought, “ is a possible key 
to the reported Ku Klux troubles in 
this neighborhood. 
The suppression of deadfalls had 
been a very serious problem with th e 
nlanttrs of Alabama. 
The subject 
iiad been before the carpet-bag legis­ 
lature of the State, and a bill making 
it a crime to purchase or receive cot­ 
ton in the seed-after sunset and before 
sunrise, had been defeated. This had 
been followed by the shooting of a 
good many negroes discovered in cot­ 
ton fields after dark, the killing of 
some and the wounding of others. 
The deadfalls were subsequently sup­ 
pressed; and, since the introduction 
of the sliure system of working plan­ 
tations, th e negroes themselves hav­ 
ing an interest in the crops, the dead­ 
fall species of dishonesty is no more 
prevalent or 
pernicious, I believe, 
than its equivalent in ether agricul­ 
tural districts. 
A mile after starting we entered a 
«lark forest which Bill, the driver, 
told me was the Post-oak Woods. 
1 
suppose 
there 
must 
have 
been 
some 
post-oaks 
scat­ 
tered among the cypress anil other 
trees, to huve given the name. 
The 
soil was clay, and the road through 
the woods—eight or ten miles—had 
once been constructed of “ corduroy,” 
or logs of wood laid together at a right 
angle to the direction of the road. 
This particular piece of eorduroy was 
the remains of a former civilization. 
Some of the logs were decayed in the 
middle, and ever and unon our un­ 
ambitious mule would go down into a 
hole, until I sometimes feared that he 
would disappear altogether. 
Then there would be a hole on the 
right side, into which one of the front 
wheels of the buggy would drop with 
the suddeunesH of a trip-hammer, 
while the other one would keep along 
on its own hook; but, being governed 
hv a law of physics, instead of going 
ahead, it would describe the arc of a 
circle, throwing the shafts violently 
around to one side, as the space be­ 
tween the shafts was wide and the 
harness loose, every time this occurred 
the mule would get a whack on his 
ribs that would send him stagger 
ing to the other side of the road, 


where, recovering his equilibrium, he 
would stop and wait patiently for 
further 
orders. 
Sometimes 
Jerry 
(this was the m ule’s name) would, by 
a great effort, pull the wheel out and 
start us ahead again, and sometimes 
we were obliged to alight and help 
him. There was a hole of one kind 
or another about every rod of the 
road all the way through these woods, 
and between them our buggy went 
over the logs—ker-flump, ker-nump— 
in a way that was anything hut sooth­ 
ing to one’s nerves. 
I improved the time of the iourncy 
to begin the investigation I had come 
to m ake; but 1 soon discovered that I 
was fishing in barren waters. 
Bill, 
the driver, knew nothing about Ku 
Klux. or at least said lie didn’t. 
He 
had not heard of anybody’s lwing 
killed, or whipped, or otherwise hurt. 
The Yankees—Federal soldiers—were 
up at Livingston, Imt he didn't know 
what they were there for. 
He knew 
nothing ahout the election 
Ho had 
heard 
of Mas’r Grant and 
Mas’r 
Lincoln, but every other Northern 
name 
was 
“ Greek'' to 
' him. 
He 
had 
never 
heard 
of 
Mr. 
Sumner 
or 
his 
civil-rights 
bill; never of Greeley (although Mr. 
Greeley had been the Democratic can­ 
didate for the Presidency two years 
before); of Garrison, of Phillips; never 
of any of the statesmen of the North, 
who were then struggling to place the 
freedom of the negro upon a perma­ 
nent basis. 
His dense ignorance and 
stupidity were past comprehension. 
But to one thing 1 made up my mind. 
Affairs at Livingston and in Sumter 
county must be moving pretty much 
in the accustomed grooves, or even 
this stupid negro would know of dis­ 
turbance. 
. 
All journeys come to an end, and 
mine was no exception. 
We drove 
into town an hour after midnight, and 
I was ushered into the office of the 
hotel. 
It was a long, narrow, barn­ 
like room, which served also as wash­ 
room, baggage-room, and porter’s dor­ 
mitory. On one side was a little shelf 
on which lay the register. The pro­ 
prietor was waiting for me. 
A single 
glance showed him to Iks “ a charac­ 
ter.” 
He was longand lank and raw­ 
boned, like the typical Uncle Sam. 
His cheeks were hollow, and his skin 
yellow from the effects of swamp- 
feyer. 
He wore an ancient swallow­ 
tailed coat, very long in the shirts, 
and very short in the waist and 
sleeves. 
His tall silk hat was made 
“ befo’ de w all,” and by constant 
usage had lost a larg ■ part of its nap. 
Short gray trowsers and old carpet 
slijq>ers completed his costume. 
As soon as I enttfc'cd be began to 
kick what appeared to he a pile of 
lagged old bed-quilts upon the floor, 
and, after u tim e, a woolly head pro­ 
truded, followed by a burly negro as 
ragged as his lied. 
He showed me to 
my room, and I retired at once to 
dream that. I was sleeping on the top 
of a picket fence. 
I subsequently 
discovered that the upholsterer who 
mude that bed of corn-shucks had 
very economically put in the cobs. 
1 was awakened about sunrise by 
the roll of a drum. 
Looking about 
my room, I found that I was lodged at 
the end of the house, and that a typi­ 
cal Southern chimney, built on the 
outside, had once formed the greater 
part of the sidew all. 
This chimney 
had disappeared—blown down, I sup­ 
pose—anti left a broad opening to the 
outer air. The ojiening had been par­ 
tially closed by some loose hoards set 
up against the’ house on the outside, 
but there was o|>en space enough left 
to afford am ple ventilation and to 
allow 
me 
to look through 
and 
see the white tents of the United 
States troops th at were pitched in the 
court-house-yard on the opposite side 
of the street. 
I took a m ental inventory of the 
furniture of my room. 
The bedstead, 
which might originally have cost two 
dollars, was narrow and rickety; the 
bed was as hard as the floor and not 
as smooth; the linen was scanty and 
not ven’ clean; there was one rheu­ 
matic, 
old-fashioned, splint-bottom 
chair; a shelf a foot square supported 
by a brace, and on it a tin basin and a 
piece of yellow soap; beneath it stood 
a bucket of water, while over it a 
broken piece of mirror was nailed upon 
the wall, with a tow’el a foot square 
hanging by its side. 
1 did not linger long at mv toilet, 
but hastened down to breakfast, not 
having eaten since the previous noon. 
The dining-room was a low, dark, dis­ 
mal apartment, its walls black with the 
smoke and fly-specks of many ante­ 
bellum years. The table was covered 
with a red cloth, in which had been 
stored the odors of weeks of greasy 
meals, and the crockerv looked as 
though it had lieen bought in job lots 
of single pieces at country auction 
sales. 
“ What have you for breakfast?” 
1 
asked of the single waiter, the porter 
of the night liefore, whose greasy rags 
fluttered in the breeze that came in at 
the open window. 
“ Meat an ’ greens, sail,” was the 
reply. 
“ But I do n ’t eat m eat and greens.” 
I said; “ what else havo you?” 
“ Sorry, sal», but d at’s the break­ 
fast.” 
Looking around, I found that the 
two or three other “ guests” were 
struggling with the same repast. 
‘Meat and greens,” 1 ought to ex­ 
plain, perhaps, is a distinctively South­ 
ern dish that is prepared by boiling 
smoked bacon ami cabbage-sprouts or 
other kind of greens together. The 
grease and the flavor of the smoke 
permeate the greens, and a plateful is 
warranted to upset the 
strongest 
Northern stomach. I made my break­ 
fast that morning from corn-bread, 
coarse, underdone and soggy; muddy 
coffee constructed 
from field-peos, 
over-roasted and served without m ilk; 
and an egg, which was the only 
thing I could obtain that was fit 
for a civilized man to eat. 
There 
was 
no 
excuse 
for 
such 
liv­ 
ing, for the county is rich, producing 
in profusion a great variety of fruits 
and vegetables; and 
mutton and 
chickens were pleutiful, to say noth­ 
ing of the abundance of wild game. 
But decent food and passable cooking 
would have destroyed the harmony of 
tilings in th a t hotel. 
I begin m y work immediately after 
breakfast by calling upon the officer 
in command of the troops. 
He was 
very polite, invited me into his quar­ 
ters, offered me a cigar and other re­ 
freshments, and when I made my 
mission known, expressed a desire to 
assist me ;n any way he could. 
His 
force consisted of narts of two compa­ 
nies, one of cavalry and one of in­ 
fantry, and a more disgusted sot of 
men I never met than those soldiers. 
“Politicrd service,“ as they called it, 
was very distasteful to them. There 
v m no possible glory Ua it; it made 


their residence am oné the South­ 
ern 
people 
disagreeable, and the 
captaui told me confidentially, it was 
entirely unnecessary. Qlis force had 
lieen at Livingston » ¡veral weeks, 
huving been ordered tli ;ir from their 
comfortable barracks a t Atlanta. Sent 
at the height of an exi iting political 
campaign,the people, w lite and black, 
looked upon them oh a part of the 
machinery of the “ Radical” party to 
carry the election. 
Officers and men 
abstained from all participation in 
politics, refusing to discuss the sub­ 
ject with citizens, but the white peo­ 
ple hated them in spite of their ef­ 
forts to make their stay as little ob­ 
noxious as possible. 
(The Captain 
told me that he had setm no evidence 
of lawlessness or disorder; people 
were attending to their ordinary bus­ 
iness. 
But the Captain gave me one clue. 
A colored inail-agent. he said, on the 
railroad lietween 
Chattanooga and 
Meridian was assassinated several 
months ago, and some United States 
detectives from Washington had re­ 
cently arrested two young white men, 
a few miles from Livingston, whom 
they accused of having been concerned 
in this murder, and had taken them 
to Mobile for examination before a 
Federal commissioner. 
For all the 
particulars of this case, with which 
lu* personally had lmd nothing to do, 
the Captain referred me to the detec­ 
tives who hail an office in the court­ 
house. 
This building has been constructed 
on the same model as hundreds of 
other court-houses in the South. It 
was in the center of the village, and 
surrounded by a yard containing j>er- 
haps an acre of ground. A street ex­ 
tended along each side of the yard, 
and another started from the center 
of each side and extended at right 
angels out into the country. The 
building itHelf was of wood, square, 
thirty or forty feet each way, two 
stories high, w ith a roof sloping from 
a central point to each of the four 
walls. 
A post stood by the door upon 
which there was a bell much smaller 
than that of a locomotive. 
No paint 
had ever adorned the building inside 
or out, and the wood-work and rude 
furniture of the small rooms into 
which the greater part of the court­ 
house wfas divided had been carved 
and hacked by the jack-knives of idle 
loungers, and darkly stained by the 
expectorations of many generations of 
tohacco-che wers. 
On the door of an upj>er room in 
the court house 1 found a piece of 
card-board on which was w ritten:

My knock was answered by an invi­ 
tation to enter, and 1 opened the door, 
the room was similar to others in the 
court house. It was lighted by one 
small window, the little panes of 
glass in which were obscured by the 
dust and cobwebs of many a decade. 
The furniture consisted of an old 
painted pine bedstead and a wooden 
chair. 
A boa id resting upon two bar­ 
rels served as a desk, and on it some 
loose papers were scattered. A gun 
stood in each of t wo corners ot the 
room, and ujion the bedstead hung 
two ammunition belts, well filled, to 
which were attached some holsters 
containing navy revolvers. 
Two rid­ 
ing saddles with bridles and a pair of 
mule-liarnesses lay in a heap upon 
the floor, and a barrel of whisky ami 
several boxes of tobacco were stand­ 
ing near the door. 
In the bed was a thin, sickly-look- 
ing man, whose flushed face showed 
that he was suffering from a severe at­ 
tack of fever and ague; and before the 
fire built on the hearth, was squatting 
a more robust fellow, brewing some 
herb tea, the smoke from the green 
wood lilliug the whole room. 
I at 
once recognized these men as old 
Washington acquaintances. 
Their story was an entertaining one. 
They had started from Washington to 
catch the Alabama Ku Klux. 
In an 
adjoining State they had purchased a 
wagon and a pair of mules, a barrel 
of whiskey and three or four boxes of 
tobacco. 
Removing all traces of the 
paym ent of the 
internal 
revenue 
taxes, they started out. They camped 
each night near some village or cross­ 
roads, and when the young fellows, 
impelled by curiosity, came around 
they treated them generously until 
they got their tongues loosened. Then 
the’detectives would begin to boast of 
their success in managing the negroes 
in the “ Old North State,” explaining 
how they cut down the Radical vote, 
etc. Their object was to gain the con­ 
fidence of these young men, stimulate 
their pride and tempt them to recount 
their own exploits and boast of their 
own spirit. 
The plan bore no fruit until the 
tectivcs reached the neighborhood of 
the Ivy assassination. Ivy wus the 
name of the colored mail agent whose 
murder has been mentioned. They 
had no difficulty in loan.»ing all the 
particulars of that affair. The train 
had been flagged in a lonely place in 
the woodH, and as it came to a stop 
and Ivy appeared at the door of his 
car to learn the cause, two or three 
men shot him from behind an em- 
bankmont. 
He fell inside the car, 
and the train went on to Meridian 
taking his 
body. 
The 
detectives 
claimed to have evidence that the 
m urder was a political one, but the 
white people of Livingston and Sumter 
county assigned other reasons. 
The detectives remained in the vi­ 
cinity several days, not disclosing 
their identity, of course; and then ar­ 
rested two young men whom they 
accused of being Ivy’s murderers. 
These were in jail at Mobile, and 
when 1 visited Livingston the detec­ 
tives were waiting for the preliminary 
examinations before the United States 
Commissioner. 1 may as well add 
here that the prisoners were held for 
the action of the grand jury in the 
United States Court, but no indict­ 
m ent was c te r found. 
After that 
time the detectives had no more busi­ 
ness in Alabama. They closed up 
their “ office,” sold their effects and 
returned to Washington. 
But the Ivy case was only one of a 
dozen about which Northern newspa­ 
pers had much to say, but 1 spent a 
week in making further inquiries. 
They were fruitless. 
A 
few ex­ 
amples will 
suffice.

A negro 
boy on a mule carried the mail from 
Livingston to Belmont once a week. 


He probably was annoyed by some 
white men on one of his trips, but he 
hail not been injured or long detained. 
The negroes, it was said, in one 
part of Sumter county did not dare to 
sleep at home, but congregated each 
night at the cabin of oue of their num ­ 
ber, where they had been repeatedly 
fired upon. Some of the negroes near 
the place where Ivy was murdered 
hod been alarmed for a few days 
after the occurence, and h ad spent 
two or three nights together. But they 
had not been molested, and since had 
regained their composure. There had 
been no alarm for months before the 
rej>ort was published. 
Apparently the most important of 
these stories recounted the floating oí 
a raft down the Tomhigbee river with 
the bodies of five murdered negroes 
upon it. In this case the date, names 
ot witnesses and many startling par­ 
ticulars were given in detail. 
I went 
to the place; I interviewed the wit­ 
nesses named and many others, and 
devoted a great deal of time to the in­ 
quiry. The story seemed to have been 
made entirely out of whole cloth. 
Nobody had even heard anything 
ulxjut it. 
It was invented expressly 
for political effect in the North. 
This ended my hunting for Ku 
Klux in Western Alabama. 
I heard 
soon after my return that the United 
States troops had been ordered back 
to Atlanta, and I believe th a t no sol­ 
diers were ever afterward sent to Ala­ 
bam a on similar “ political duty.’ 
Since 1894 the State has enjoyed c on­ 
tinued quiet, and is now experiencing 
a jieriod of prosperity in which the 
whole country rejoices.

From these figures it appears that 
the girls who had gymnastic exercise 
regularly were from one and one-half 
to six inches taller, aud from thirteen 
to eighteen pounds heavier, than those 
of similar ages who had not.

BISMARCK'S WIKK. 


Ap p earance a n d C haracter o f the 
l.a d y w h o R ulen th e R uler. 
“A friend of mine who, during his 
visit to Hamburg, has met and fre­ 
quently dined with Bismarck's wife, 
kindly sends me an interesting de­ 
scription of her,” cables a London cor­ 
respondent. “Princess Bismarck, who 
alone enjoys the privilege of telling 
the masters of Europe that he needs 
to change his collar or to lie more 
careful about his personal appearance 
in general, was originally Frauleiu 
Von l’uttkamer, a member of a noble 
Pomeranian 
family, and 
she 
' 
a most interesting woman, although 
probably not one in one thousand 
readers has ever heard anything about 
her. She cannot lie called so lovely. 
She is past (JO, very tall and very 
Kay. Her face is very strong, with 
rge cheek bones. Rhe is rather what 
a character of Dickens describes as ‘a 
fine figure of a woman,’ inclined, per­ 
haps to be bony. Her acquaintance 
with the people at Homuurg and 
Frankfort dates from the time long 
ago, when Bismarck, not in the least 
a great man then, was simply an 
official 
at Frankfort. 
She made 
friends then to whom she has always 
remained true, and whom she goes 
every year to see. 
“ Wherever Mrs. Bismarck is she 
rules. 
When she enters u house 
every window must he (dosed tight, 
and no door can remain needlessly 
open, as she shares with the French 
their morbid dread of currents of air. 
At the table she is fond of talking,and 
speaks, very loud and decidedly. 
She gets very much excited in dis­ 
cussion, and to contradict her is not 
safe. Rhe is very fond of music, and 
discusses it learnedly, although she 
really knows little about it. This 
causes many wordy battles between 
her and her old friend, Baroness 
Willie Rothschild, one of the friends 
gained in Bisminarck’s less important 
days. The Baroness is old, and like 
most of the Rothschilds, not remark­ 
able for beauty, but she is bright, 
really knows something about music, 
writes French songs and composes a 
great deal. Rhe piays and sings her 
own work, and she and the Princess 
Bismarck do a great deal of talking 
about it. 
"The Princess shares her husband’s 
digestive trouble, and relies, like him, 
upon the advice of the expert Dr. 
Rchweininger; but like her grand hus­ 
band and the old Emperor, she quite 
refuses to be governed in her living by 
medical advice, and my correspondent 
writes me how she drinks champagne 
almost frozen, in spite of the entreat­ 
ies of her lady companion. 
“ ‘The only unfavorable thing about 
Princess Von Bismarck,’ says my 
correspondent, naively, ‘is that she 
neglects to consider how youth should 
be talked to, and even at tables,where 
Soung girls may be, does not repress 
er tendency to relate tales with a 
taint of Boccaccio.’ 
"Princess Bismarck lias hrou.rht her 
bovs up the way they should go. and 
although she lived a long time in a 
little hotel on Kieselegstrasse, they 
came frequently to see her. Herbert, 
from Koenigstein, and William, who 
calls himself and likes to be called 
“ Bill” Bismarck, from Hainau, not 
fur from Frankfort, where he is land- 
rath. Neither of the boys resembles 
his mother, but they take after their 
father, especially \ \ illiam, who is a 
wonderful exact,' though mentally ill- 
used, reproduction. A fortnight after 
Princess Bismarck’s arrival in Hoin- 
burg, and while she and Baroness 
Rothschild were still there, the Em­ 
press, \vif('* of old Emperor William, 
arrived, and each declared that the 
other was looking verv well. 
The 
Empress, more swell, of course, than 
either of the others, arrived with a 
grand suite and lived at the castle, but 
my correspondent writes that she is 
not proud, only a little soured in dis­ 
position, and often had the other two 
old ladies to tea and talk. What rare 
good gossip it must have been when 
we consider the boundless sources of 
news they possess in their husbands!”

We now have on hand $324,000,000 of 
silver in the aggregate, as compared 
with more than $525,000,000 of gold. 
This does not look much as if silver 
was going to occupy the land to the 
exclusion of the yellow metal, es­ 
pecially as our stock of gold is increas­ 
ing at a galloping rate, $30,000,000 in 
foreign gold coins having been depos­ 
ited in our mints during the year.

where 1 was born? What are inv 
duties toward the United States pend­ 
ing my naturalization, and w hat arc 
the duties of the United States toward 
me during the same time? 
What 
were the noouliar doctrines of the 
Druids? 
Which is proper to say, 
"sweat” o r “ perspire?” W hat is the 
most past or perfect tense of sweat? 
Would you advise a young man, 47 
years of age, to begin the study of 
fifteen-ball pool? W hat is the pecul­ 
iarity of classical music, and how can 
one distinguish it? 
W hat do you 
think of my handwriting? 
T ruth-Skkkkr. 
Naturalization, according to Theo­ 
dore D. Woolsey, who has practiced it 
for years, takes place when an alien 
transfers his allegiencc from the coun­ 
try of his origin and the sovereign of 
the same to another country and sov­ 
ereign. Your best method for becom­ 
ing naturalized in the State of New 
Jersey would be to write to Her Most 
Gracious Majesty, Queen of Great 
Britain, Empress of India. General 
Assistant Parent to H is Royal Bald­ 
ness the Prince of Wales, and Leading 
Regina of the Known World, asking 
her to return your letters and hence­ 
forth to regard you only as a friend. 
Naturalization may he partial or 
complete and may l>e detected by any 
one who is a close obf® ver. 
Natural­ 
ization is most likely to uttack those 
who have f rmerly been aliens and 
"allowed it to get the upper hand of 
them ” . 
Under the Constitution of 
the United States, no naturalized citi­ 
zen can be President, and a great 
many who have not had any difficulty 
of 
that 
kind find that tho 
in­ 
dustry is overcrowded. So if you 
come to this country with a burning 
desire to obtain employment as Presi­ 
dent you had better give it up. 
We 
never’ elect a man who has been an 
alien, and who is liable to have it 
break out on him again when the sun 
gets very hot. We have made it a rule 
for years, if possible, to elect a thick­ 
set, self-made American citizen to the 
Presidency, and then we feel free to 
go and hoard with him and make sug­ 
gestions to him, and to tread frosted 
cake into his body Brussels carpet. 
There are several steps you might 
take in order to get naturalized in this 
country. Your maiden step, however, 
would be to get horn on a foreign 
strand. 
You could then begin active 
preparations for becoming naturalized, 
such, for instance, as crossing the 
ocean, and while leaning! over the 
piaza of the ship and peering down 
into the soft, green waves, divesting 
yourself of your political disabilities. 
You could hurry up your natural­ 
ization here by enlisting in the army. 
You can, if 21 years ot age, join the 
army. You would like it, too, I think. 
It would also be pleasanter for the 
army. Nothing lonelier can be con- 
oeived of than the picture of an army 
with no one to talk to. 
So, if you 
oould be contented to unite with our 
army I think it would be a good thing 
for both of you. 
If you «ame out of the war un­ 
scathed, you could be made an Amer­ 
ican citizen without further trouble, 
and if you became killed while acting 
as the left wing of the regular army 
your eternal welfare would be en­ 
hanced as soon as it was generally 
understood that you came from Atner- 
ÍC;l.Your duty toward the U nited States, 
pending your naturalizas poswould be 
to write home as often aingssible. re­ 
ferring to the great blessng of Ameri­ 
can freedom and showing the poor, 
oppressed foreigner how much quicker 
aud easier he can get his oppressing 
done here than elsewhere. 
You do not state in your letter 
whether von are white or colored. 
You simply say that you are an Eng­ 
lishman. ’in writing to a newspaper, 
you ought to tie explicit, and state 
your case fully. 
If you are a white 
man from England you may be natur­ 
alized by denouncing your own sov­ 
ereign in unmeasured terms and nam ­ 
ing your first daughter Frances. Your 
health would then be good and your 
vote would be counted. 
If you are a 
colored 
Englishman, we would re­ 
serve the right to inquire who you 
voted for before counting your vote. 
The duty of the United States to­ 
ward you in the mean time is to pro­ 
tect you from foreign invasion and 
throw our navy around you so that 
you may go to bed every night without 
fear of invasion, for no foreign power 
would so far forget what is due to the 
aged or helpless as to attack our 
navy. 
8 0 you would be always safe, 
and If you took plenty of exercise 
and did not 
get 
your 
feet wet 
while 
being 
naturalized 
you 
would make a good citizen and enjoy 
good health. The duty of th e United 
States toward an unnaturalized citizen 
is quite plain, but not irksome. The 
United States, a« a republic, never 
allows its obligations toward the off­ 
spring of a monarchy to prey on it. 
8 0, if you wish to coine forward and 
repent and lie naturalized you will 
always find the United States ready to 
treat you white. 
I do not know much about the 
Druids. Our folks were mostly Whigs 
aud Episcopalians. The Druids as 
near as I can learn were a kind of 
open-air sect, who worshiped a sylvan 
God, ate watermelons during «log days 
and regretted it till the ground froze 
up. They were the first religious or­ 
ganization to introduce tho custom of 
borrowing 
money 
in 
this 
world with tho understanding that 
it was to be i>aid in the next. 
Prior to that, the custom of drawing 
promissory notes and making them 
payable sixty days after death had 
never obtained. 
It was a good «leal 
more fun to be a Druid than it was to 
ru iy t general store where the Druids 
diJB ieir trading. 
If 
you 
arc 
a 
poor 
man, 
sweat is good enough 
for 
you. 
If you keep help in the house, let 
them do the sweating aud you can 
perspire if yon feel like it. 
Tho pres­ 
ent of the verb sweat íh sw eat; past, 
sweat or swat. The future tense will, 
in a measure, depend on tho kind of 
life you lead here. 
If you are 47 years of age do not try 
to p l a y fifteen-hall pool, unless your 
money is making you its slave. I 
have only played two games of pool in 
my life, and both times got the num­ 
ber 8 ball, and when it came my turn 
to play, other hands had gathered the 
persimmons. Once it was asaw*off 
and I bad the pleasure of eating

off 
the 
end 
of 
my 
cue 
while 
the 
others 


repaid my liberality with tho coarsest 
and most brutal laughter. 
1 have 
paid out between $3 and $4 for games 
thus far which 1 did not play. 
You 
can see that a man of 47 years of ago, 
who went in with the firm determ ina­ 
tion to learn the game of pool, under 
su«;li circumstances, would have to lie 
free from any organic or inherited dis­ 
ease in order to become skillful 011 
this si«lc of the grave. 
Very few men 
who begin at tho age of 47 ever get so 
they can play fifteen-bull pool with 
anv expression or chic. 
íh e ]icculiur characteristic of classi­ 
cal music is that it is reallv so much 
better than it sounds. 
1 do not «'are 
to criticise your handwriting through 
the paper. 
If you will meet me at

TH E NEW YORK FASHIONS.

H a r p e r 1! B a s a r . 
Faced cloths ami serges of plain 
colors ore largely imported by the 
wholesale houses for autumn and win­ 
ter costumes. These come in all the 
new Gobelin blue shades, the navy 
tilue with more purple in it, the dah­ 
lias or red purples, the porcelain green 
with less yellow and more blue, yet 
entirely different from the peacock 
shades, the new' cigar browns with 
great deal of yellow, the red-browns 
of mahogany, and the vienx rone, 
which is not old pink, but old red as 
dark as Jacquem inot roses and far 
more purple in lute. Two of these 
colors are combined for dressy cos­ 
tum es, making the entire dress of 
cloth, or jHirhaps sonic velvet is added, 
but in many cases all trim ining is tlis- 
jiensed with, a more stylish effect be­ 
ing given by combining cloths of con­ 
trasting colors, the darker shade j re 
|H>nderating and being placed above, 
with a lighter color for the petticoat, 
vest, collar and cuffs. 
For rough goods are serges with 
targe blanket plaids, and Cheviots 
with fine lines and crosshairs of vague, 
indefinite coloring prettily blended. 
T he plaids will be used by young 
women for skirts and draperies with 
plain bodices, and will also serve for 
íong outside wraps. The smaller fig­ 
ured Cheviots are lieautifully made 
up by French and English designers 
with lapped full surplice bodies anti 
velvet plastrons; the skirts are plain 
on the foundation, but voluminous 
with drapery. 
Fancy woolens combined with plain 
twilled wools make up the greater 
part of the French importations, two 
and a half to three vards of fancy 
goods of single width being added to 
eight yards of the plain goods, which 
is double width ; the figured stuff rep­ 
resents a lower skirt disclosed almost 
to the belt in one or two places by the 
very long draperv of the plain fabric, 
and is also used for decorating the 
-plain bodice. 
Cord stripes, pieot 
stripes and velvet stripes, with others 
like tufting and in loops, are clustered 
on smooth grounds of the stylish 
Gobelin blue, d ear dark green and 
rose-colóred wools. 
In the new reds 
u o garnet and no cardinal tints are 
seen, but there is great variety in the 
tiloócTred shades and in the aitn.r rote? 
the dahlia and the mahogany tints, 
which French modistes assert can be 
worn equally well by blondes and 
twunettes. 
The Jacnuard looms make large 
flowered velvet stripes on satin and 
wool grounds for 
combining with 
twain twills in the way just noted. 
Lily, rose, and leaf designs form the 
stylish stripes, while for separate fig­ 
ures of velvet there are great moons, 
blocks, pastilles, diamonds, and al­ 
mond shapes distributed about on sur­ 
faces of the same color. The Pompa­ 
dour designs of flowers and garlands 
of several colors sunken in velvet pile 
are imported for combining with plain 
stuffs. 
Plain Btripes of velvet are 
seen in various widths alternating 
with wool stripes of the same color 
and of contrasting colors. 
Perhaps 
the handsomest of all the contrasting 
fabrics are the relvitrxecuxxaix, or large 
plaids of velvet with twilled silk bars 
of contrasting colors on dark wool 
grounds. Some of these plaids are so 
large that the inside blocks of wool 
are six inches square. These come 
in monotone, or in many colors of the 
richest hues, or in two prettily con­ 
trasting colors, 8 eh as blue with 
brown, red with green, gra\ with 
blue, etc. 
All entire skirt of the 
plaid will be worn with a jiolonaiso of 
plain and twilled 
wool, 
or with 
pointed darperies and basque of wool. 
Designs like those of soutache braid­ 
ing are woven in raised uncut velvet 
figures all over wool surfaces ; these 
are in two tones of one color, or in 
black on any colored ground. This 
fabric is used for bodices to wear with 
different skirts, also for the entire 
Jower skirt with a plain over skirt, 
an d for making wraps. 
The old- 
fasliioned garm ents that are braided 
all over are to lie copied this season 
Iioth in ladies’ cloth and in cash­ 
meres. 
There are no marked changes seen 
in the earliest importations of French 
dresses for autum n, they retain the 
long-waisted bodices, long full dnqi- 
eries and plain lower skirt, all novel 
features being in the small details of 
drapery and trimming. 
Another at­ 
tem pt will be made to | opularize the 
Íiolonaises which were adopted by 
arge 
women 
last season. 
Wool 
costumes will lie de ngueur for the 
.street, not only in plain tailor gowns, 
but in the more fanciful wool fabrics 
described above, with velvet strijies, 
plaid velvet, and soutache woven de­ 
signs. 
Repped silks and moires, both 
plain and stri(»ed, will be used for 
entire dresses and in combination 
w ith velvet. 
The new basques are noticeable for 
their elaliorate front trimiiiinus, many 
of them being drajied full from the 
fdioulders down, even though made of 
heavy cloth or other thick fabric. The 
full surplus effect is used even when 
there is a vest or plastron, and the 
Greek drapery coming from the right 
Hhonlder to the left side of the waist is 
noon on supple woolens, on silkH, and 
on velvets. It is no unusual thing to 
nee cjoth or camel’s-hair basques with 
three large pleats on each shoulder ta­ 
pering to the merest e Ige of folds at 
the waist line, with the space filled in 
with a gathered or pleated silk vest, or 
with one of velvet or plush, unite 
smooth, but richly embroidereil or 
decorated with passementerie. Shirred 
cloth fronts are also made with clus­ 
ters of gathers at the top and at 
the waist line, yet are not clumsy, 
as they are well held in shape 
by jioints 
and a V-shaped vest 
of steel or silver cord passementerie; 
there are also yoke fronts of the 
heaviest velvet, with the wool gath­ 
ered on the lower edge. Some prettv 
bodices without vests are gathered all 
across the top of the front, on each 
shoulder and below the collar, and 
this fullness is held below by a pointed 
girdle that s)ui|*es the end of the 
bodice. The dress-coat collor rolled 
low beside a vest is seen on French 
costumes, as 
well as on English 
gowns and jackets, and promises tobe 
popular, because its graceful outlines 
ran be varied to suit both slender and 
«tout figures. 
Vests of silk are draped in diagonal 
folds in the way thinner silks were 
used during the summer. 
Velvet, 
however, rem ains the favorite ma­ 
terial for the vest and standing collar, 
or at least for the front of the collar, 
while the back is of wool like the 
basque. 
Oddly shaned rovers are 
made of the dress goods sometimes by 
lapping it in a single three-cornered 
shape on the left at the top, and again 
by turning it back on the right side. 
A simple design for cheviot or cloth 
basques has the fronts nearly meeting 
over a band of velvet, and held to­ 
gether by ball buttons attached to the 
ends of bits of soutache an inch and u 
quarter in length, passed through but­ 
ton lióles, a row of button holes being | 


worked along each edge of the fronts. 
This is prettily shown on brown, red 
and blue mixed cheviot over a brown 
velvet band, with brown buttons and 
soutache; the postillion back has but­ 
tons and holes for its trimming, 
and the cuffs of the coat sleeves have 
ten or twelve buttons in pairs up the 
other seam. The back of basques is 
flushed by each of the four forms be­ 
ing doubled lielow the waist line, 
shaped into leaf points, faced with 
a contrasting material, and edged with 
braid. In many 
dresses the back 
drapery of the skirt is hooked up on 
tlu* middle forms of the basque. The 
pointed 
girdles 
that 
trim 
the 
front sometime 
extern! only 
to 
the 
darts, 
but 
are 
most 
lie- 
coming when reaching back to the un­ 
der-arm seams. 
Passementerie orna­ 
ments form this girdle on rich dresses, 
while others are merely of the velvet 
used in combination, or of the striped 
fabric seen in the skirt. 
Coat sleeves 
of easv-titting shape with very simple 
cuffs are on dresses of thick stuffs. 
Small round crocheted and basket- 
woven buttons fasten French dresses, 
W tli sometimes buttons of much 
larger size set about for ornaments 
only, or perhaps to hold a single re­ 
fers, or to define the waist. 
Plain lower skirts 
bordered with 
trimming or made of figured Muffs in 
strijH's or bars are mounted quite full 
on a gored foundation, giving the 
effect of a full round gathered skirt 
wherever disclosed by the drapery. 
The border is placed directly at the 
foot, and may extend in one or two 
rows up one side or up both sides to 
the belt; this border is of velvet or 
else of wide 
galloon or of open 
soutache braiding, and sometimes of 
both velvet and soutache. 
When silk 
or moire is used for the lower skirt it 
may be simply bordered with velvet, 
or it may liave pleats the whole 
length of the parts not covered by 
drapery. At present the dreperies 
most seen are very long in front and 
back, touching the but tom of the 
llmra 
tiiiil l,ira ,iitli„r niiiiflün 
dress there, and Jare either omitted 
altogether across the sides, or else ex­ 
ceedingly short on the hips. 
The 
long black draiieries 
ar-‘ 
nearly 
straight, but are laid in deeply folded 
pleats, and are made bouffant by cush­ 
ions and steels like those now worn. 
Many foundation skirts have two steels 
quité near together crossing the back 
just below the licit (perhaps four or 
five inches below it) and this gives an 
ample tornure without using a hair 
cushion bustle ; three other steels are 
then placed across further down the 
back breadths. The gores of the foun­ 
dation skirts are not changed in shape. 
Foot pleatings are little used on heavy 
■ ¿irts, and if used must not bo visible. 
Polonaises of cloth over full skirts of 
velvet, or of striped silk and velvet, or 
else of lighter cloth bordered with vel­ 
vet, ure shown from various French 
modistes. These polonaises outline 
the long waist severely, with all full­ 
ness of the skirt added verv far below 
the hips. Sometimes the front of the 
waist is shirred next a vest, while in 
other designs it is lapjied far to the 
left side. 
In some instances the 
drapery touches the foot in front and 
back, and is scarcely longer than a 
basque on the sides, while other polo­ 
naises have a short panier on the left 
hip, and a long apron front with 
straight pleats on the right side. This 
one-sided drapery is prettily seen 
in 
a 
brown 
cloth 
]iolonaise 
which discloses nearly the whole 
left 
side 
of 
its' 
skirt 
of 
wide brown velvet stripes alternating 
with steel-colored Bengaline strijies. 
The front of the nolonaise has points 
and a vest of steel galloon holding its 
shirrings in place. The striped skirt 
is made of five straight breadths of 
the single-width 
material, 
simply 
hemmed and mounted on a foundation 
skirt. Demi-nolonaises have basque 
fronts and sides, with the polonaise 
drapery confined to the middle forms 
of the back, where it falls over a cush­ 
ion attached to the pointed ends of 
these forms, and 
consists of four 
straight gathered breadths of moire of 
single width, or of two breadths of 
cloth of double fold; the skirt for 
such an overdress is perfectly plain in 
front and on the sides. An illustration 
of this model is of Gobelin blue moire 
antique with paler blue satin stripes: 
the basque front is shirred to the 
shoulder seams and folded over the 
•best in three pleats, graduated to the 
merest line at the pointed waist; the 
V-shaped space at the top is filled in 
with velvet, and there is a velvet 
girdle pointed below; the high collar 
ami narrow cuffs are of velvet. 
A 
wide panel of velvet is down the front 
of the skirt,a breadth of moire is each 
side of this panel, and other panels of 
velvet are next this moire breadth; 
the back of the polonaise then draj»es 
the remainder of the skirt.

As soon as steps are taken to 
Open ditches an injunction will be 
served, and some of the ablest legal 
talent in the county has been retained 
to contest the ease. 
From these statements, which we 
have reason to believe mean fc»mc- 
thing more than mere threats, it looks 
as though Pasadena may have a suit 
on its hands of no trifling magnitude. 
It is a matter of the greatest import­ 
ance that cannot be winked at. We 
have referred to it at this time for the 
purpose of pointing out an impending 
difficulty that may lie avoided by such 
steps as expediency seems to require. 
It is better to apply the ounce of 
prevention by early action in adjust­ 
ing the question than to become in­ 
volved in a suit that may lead to 
delay or other consequences more or 
less serious. The parties who are 
most earnest in their opjnisilion, seem 
to be misinformed or not informed at 
all, regarding the nature and pur­ 
poses of the sewage farm. We believe 
that the first step taken by our city

C a l i f o r n i a * * Orchard*. 
The biennial report of the State 
Board of Horticulture has some infor­ 
mation relating to the number of fruit 
trees and vines in the state, which is 
of considerable interest. It will he 
noted, and doubtless with some sur­ 
prise, that oranges grow in thirty-six 
counties of the fifty-two, lemons in 
thirty, and olives in thirty-one, while 
Mono is the only county recorded in 
which the pear and i>each do not 
thrive. Los Angeles leads the other 
counties in the number of orange and 
lemon trees, and San Bernardino 
next; but Butte and Placer counties, 
in Upper California, have more or­ 
ange trees than Santa Barbara or San 
Diego. 
The following tables show the num­ 
ber of trees growing in 1884», according 
to the reports of the County Assessors, 
San Francisco lieing omitted.
